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The  facta  to  be  proved  by  those  vitnessea  are  the  policies, 
utterances  and  actions  oi  the  defendant  UiJEZU  during  the  period  in 
which  he  is  charged  by  the  indictment  herein; 

The  relevance  of  the  witness'  testimony  is  in  its  tendency 
to  establish  that  the  defendant  UliifiZU  took  no  part  in  any  of  the 
conspiracies  alleged  in  the  indictment,  and  was  not  responsible 
for  the  planning,  initiating  or  waging  of  wars  of  aggression; 

The  date  upon  which  the  attendance  of  the  witnesses  v/111  be 
required  for  testifying  cani;ot  be  stated  accurately;  -but  their  at¬ 
tendance  for  consultation  with  counsel  is  required  forthwith,

4.  Border  Guard  Regulations  of  the  Kwantung  Army  (Kokkyo 
‘  Keibi  Yoko) ,  prepared  in  September  or  October  1939  by 

the  headquarters  of  the  Kwantung  Army; 

5.  Kwantung  ^rray  Special  Kanouvers  (Kantogun  Tokubotsu 
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iinshu,  commonly  referred  to  us  Kuntokuen) ,  prepared  in 
the  suiamor  of  1941  by  the  Japcnese  General  Staff  and 
forv^crded  to  the  headquarters  of  the  Kv/untung  Army, 
iill  of  these  documents  were  kept  in  the  secret  files,  es¬ 
pecially  the  Secret  Instructions  File  of  the  headquarters  of  the 
Kwantung  Army,  located  in  the  operations  room  of  the  Xwontung 
Ai‘my  headquarters  building  in  Hsingking,  Manchuria, 

The  relevance  of  these  documents  is  that  they  will  prove 
the  character  and  scope  of  operations  and  other  plans  of  the 
Japanese  army,  and  notably  of  the  Kwantung  Army,  vis-a-vis  the 
USSR,
